Have you had a mail slump and found 
yourself kiddingly blaming the postal clerks 
for not bringing you a letter? 


This happened to men on board USS 
WINSTON (AKA 94). Nils R. Hanson, 
PCSN, came up with a solution. He wrote 
the following letter, put the ship’s address 
and a date on it, and addressed it to the 
individual. 


“It has come to the attention of the 
post office that you have not received 
a letter for several days. Needless to say, 
this information has caused considerable 
concern to all WINSTON postal personnel. 
We are cognizant of .the fact that this 
blatant oversight is working a tremendous 
hardship on your emotional well being. 
Without a doubt, a man like you should 
receive at least one letter each day. 


“In the interests of high shipboard 
morale, this letter has been sympathetical- 
ly composed to fill your correspondence 
void and grant comfort to your lonely 
heart. We hope that it will, in some 
small part, compensate for the terrible 
injustice which you are suffering (tem- 
porarily, of course), and will let you know 
that in your hour of doubt and isolation, 
A ‘postal friend’ is thinking of you. 


*‘Although we cannot guarantee a letter 
for you tomorrow, we will go out on a 
limb and assure you that there is one on 
the way. 


“P.S. Our records show that our incom- 
ing mail exceeds mail leaving the ship. 
This indicates that some of our shipmates 
may not be aware of the postal proverb: 
‘It takes a letter to get a letter.’ Per- 
haps even you, dear friend, might write 
more often.” 


RED CROSS NOTES

For those patients who are admitted 
unexpectedly following an accident or other 
emergency, Red Cross supplies comfort 
articles to the wards for their use. These 
items include toothbrushes and toothpaste, 
razors, shaving cream and blades, combs 
and stationery. They are given to pa- 
tients who arrive without these articles 
and do not have money to buy their own. 
Because of a limited budget, we are not 
able to provide their gear to all patients 
and staff. The articles are requisitioned 
by the ward nurse and are usually dis- 
tributed by the ward corpsmen. We pre- 
fer that they are ordered on Friday after- 
noons so that each ward has a sufficient 
supply for the weekend in the event emer- 
gencies arise. 


We can also provide patients who have 


not been paid recently with chits for hair- 
cuts if they are needed. This assistance 
is given in the form of a grant, and we 
pay the barber shop for these haircuts. 
Small loans can be made for personal 
needs if a patient has missed several 
pays because his pay record is not here. 
Each patient is interviewed, and the loan 
is made on the basis of need. 


Loans are aiso available for emergency 
leaves for staff and patients when the 
next of kin of a serviceman is involved 
and there is a definite need for his pre- 
sence. We also provide financial assistance 
for convalescent leaves when the doctor 
feels this leave is beneficial to the pa- 
tient’s recovery. We cannot make loans 
for liberty or regular leave except in un- 
usual circumstances, for this is an op- 
tional leave and is not made for the 
morale or recovery of a patient. We are 
not a “small loan agency’’ and cannot 
make loans for car repairs or to repay 
other debts. Ability to repay is always 
considered, and sometimes financial as- 
sistance is made in the form of a grant. 
No interest is ever charged on Red Cross 
loans. Loans for family needs are made 
though the Red Cross chapters in the 
community. 


We shall be conducting a class for new 
volunteer workers, starting on 26 Sept- 
ember. If you are interested or know 
anyone who is, please contact the ARC 
office. Women are needed to assist with 
personal shopping and services, to assist 
in clinics, to work in recreation programs, 
and to work outside the operating room 
and ICU unit ‘to relay information to wait- 
ing relatives. 


The Recreation Department is sponsor- 
ing weekly art sessions on Tuesdays at 
1000 on W 2 & 8 and at 1400 for military 
patients in the solarium on 3-B. There 
is art instruction and discussion. The 
sessions are conducted by Mrs. Joan Iobst, 
one of our volunteers who is also an artist. 
Whether trained or not, anyone who is in- 
terested is invited to come. The class 
will include mostly painting and sketch- 
ing. 

Recent entertainment has included a 
group including Sam the Sham (‘‘Little 
Red Riding Hood’), the Pharoahs, the 
Swinging Medallions, and the Gants. Stu- 
dents from the Academy of Ballet School 
performed in the auditorium on September 
20. 


Tickets are still available for the Nor- 
folk Neptunes home football games. The 
games for October are with the Orlando 
Panthers on the 15th, the Philadephia 
Bulldogs on the 22nd, and the Charleston 
Rockers on the 29th. Tickets are provided 
by the Neptunes, and transportation is 
arranged by Special Services. Patients 
should sign up in the Red Cross Recre- 
ation office if interested in going.
